Minneapolis, Dec. 
20.—Tho 
Inter­ 
state 
commerce 
commission, repre­ 
sented by Franklin K. Lane and John 
S. Harlan, adjourned 
its hearing on 
the car shottage in the Northw est to 
reconvene in Chicago. 
Attorney John 
Ii. Marble 
of the 
commission said 
to the 
Associated 
Press after the hearing: 
“The hearing here in Minneapolis 
lias borne fruit in my opinion. 
That 
is w hat it was for in a general sense. 
Of course, the commission should have 
had more time to spend in investiga­ 
tion of such a big problem. 
The real 
magnitude of the problem was greatly 
underestim ated.” 
Commissioners Harlan and Lane did 
not care to express an opinion of the 
investigation until a final decision of 
the 
commission 
had been 
rendered 
from Washington. 
The feature of the proceedings of 
the session was brought forward in 
the testimony 
of President 
Howard 
Elliott of the Northern Pacific. 
Commissioner Lane 
and President 
Elliott had a lively tilt on the subject 
of 
reciprocal 
demurrage. 
President 
Elliott, on being asked bis opinion of 
this plan for facilitating traffic, stated 
that he did not believe a reciprocal de­ 
murrage ohm was feasible. 
“The Northern Pacific is trying its 
best to move the maximum amount of 
commerce L r the best interests of the 
people,” he said. 
Commissioner Lane referred to his 
pet hobby, 
the slow rate 
of freight 
movement between Grand Forks and 
Duluth, which was placed at little less 
than a mile 
per hour by one 
of the 
witnesses Tuesday. 
President 
Elliott was 
unmovable 
from his position as opposing recipro­ 
cal dem urrage on the ground it would 
not move freight faster. 
He said rail­ 
roads collected demurrage for the pur­ 
pose of facilitating freights. 
Grain Movement Responsible. 


fie also stated that the great diffi­ 
culty in handling wheat this year was 
caused by tho movement of the great 
hulk 
of grain to Duluth, 
where ter­ 
minal facilities were not of the best. 
President Jam es J. Hill of the Great 
Northern took the stand late in the 
afternoon. 
The early part of bis tes­ 
timony was in the line of explaining 
that 
tile Great Northern 
had made 
vast expenditures for equipment every 
year since 1900, the expenditure each 
year after that exceeding that, of the 
year previous. 
In 1905 tills increase 
was not in evidence, owing, he said, to 
the fact that they had already reached 
a stage where the material on hand 
v:as 
quite sufficient 
to meet 
all de­ 
mands of 1906. 
As a witness James J. Hill proved a 
disappointment. 
He came to the hear­ 
ing fortified with a mass of figures to 
prove that conditions outside the con­ 
trol of the railroads 
were alone re 
sponsible 
for the 
car shortage, 
but 
his answ ers to questions put directly 
to him were evasive and the mass of 
typew ritten statistics that he left with 
the commissioners 
to he digested at 
length 
will be depended upon 
to an­ 
swer the binning problem of the hour 
in a more lucid manner than in which 
the railroad magnate succeeded. 
Mr. Hill 
pointed out and 
empha­ 
sized that the railroads of the United 
States are facing a very serious prob­ 
lem. 
In order to provide for handling 
the enormous traffic, which increased 
HO per cent from 1S95 to 1905, they 
should spend $1,100,000,000 a year for 
the next five years, a total of $5,500,- 
000,000, and there is not that 
much 
money available in this country. 
Mr. Hill’s view of the present situa­ 
tion is that it is not 
a m atter of car 
shortage, but a need of more mileage. 
He estim ates that the present mileage 
of the railroads of Ufo United States, 
220,000 miles, should be Increased at 
least 25 per 
cent, 55,000 
miles. 
Be­ 
sides this 
there should he 
a d d e d a 
third, 18.383 miles, for passing tracks, 
yards, etc., making the total additional 
mileage required 73.333 miles. 
Most of this additional main track 
mileage should be in second or other 
additional i racks, double tracks where 
there 
i« now single track, 
and four 
tracks 
where there 
is now 
double 
track.

outlines cd legislation

tion to be unloaded. 
Making it a misdemeanor for com­ 
mon carriers to compel trainm en to 
pl tempt to move trains containing ton­ 
nage in excess cif the registered ton­ 
nage capacity of the engines hauling 
such trains. 
Authorizing the commission to re­ 
quire the temporary use of idle equip­ 
ment of one railroad 
line to supple­ 
ment the overtaxed equipment of the 
other. 
Many suggestions on legislation af- 
ffcting the car shortage situation are 
being received 
by the 
commission. 
Meanwhile, considerable testimony is 
being taken in the West on this sub­ 
ject by Commissioners 
Harlan and 
Lane 
and their conclusions 
will be 
awaited before any further communi­ 
cation is made to tile president. 
Senator Kittredge of South Dakota 
expressed the opinion 
th a t the coal 
famine in the Northwest Is the result 
of the requirement of the amended in­ 
terstate commerce law under which 
the railroads have to give thirty days’ 
notice before changing a rate, and also 
the result of the action of retailers in 
putting off shipment of coal until they 
could have the advantage of the new 
rate.

the most disastrous accidents in the 
history of the Mississippi river occur­ 
red at 1 I o’clock a. in. when Hie steam ­ 
er W. T. Scovill, plying in Hie Vicks­ 
burg and Davis Bend trade, blew up. 
Many negroes were on board, but it 
is impossible to ascertain the exact 
num ber of dead and injured. 
Officers 
of the boat 
who have 
arrived here 
state that, not less than ten nor more 
than sixteen were killed. 
They say a 
like num ber were injured. 
The white 
dead are as follows: 
Captain John Quackenboss. m aster 
of Hie boat, Vicksburg; 
Clerk W a d e 
Quackenboss, Vicksburg; I .avail Ver­ 
ger, 
cottonseed salesman, 
Jackson, 
Miss.; Clerk Joseph Smith, Yazoo City, 
Miss. 
The white injured are; Tonnio Rob­ 
erts, assistant pilot, Vicksburg; John 
Dougherty, pilot; 
Charles McKenna, 
passenger; ------ Butterfield. 
The num ber of dead and injured ne­ 
groes 
cannot be stated, 
but 
of a 
crew and passenger list of about fifty, 
about half are missing. 
The negro in­ 
jured w ere cared for where Hie acci­ 
dent occurred, except about five, who 
were brought 
to Vicksburg 
on the 
steam er Senator Contin with the white 
dead and injured. 
Bo at Blown to Atoms. 


The accident occurred at Gold Dust 
landing about seventeen miles south 
of this city. 
Tile boat was taking on 
freight when suddenly it was blown to 
atoms. 
Many 
of 
the tim bers 
were 
thrown hundreds of yards and the boat 
was so badly damaged that she began 
to sink immediately. 
The Scovill left 
here with I JKX) sacks 
of cottonseed 
and 85 hales of cotton. 
Pending the arrival of the Senator 
Cordill the injured were cared for at 
Gold Dust landing. 
Of the white dead 
only the body of 
Travail Verger has 
been recovered. 
Wade Quackenboss 
was heard to call for help soon after 
the explosion hut according to the re­ 
ports of those who were on tile boat, 
escaping steam 
soon smothered 
hts 
cries. 
Captain Quackenboss was not 
seen after the explosion. 
Pilot Dougherty was blown out in 
the 
river but 
despite a 
dislocated 
shoulder 
managed 
to swim 
to the 
hank. 
Tt 
is said that 
the accident 
was 
caused by a defective boiler plate. 
When the 
Cordill arrived 
a t this 
city several hundred persons mot her 
at the 
dock and made 
Inquiries for 
relatives or friends and many tears 
were shed when the sad tidings were 
told. 
Owing to the heavy loss among 
tho negroes tho landing was crowded 
with women and children of that ra ce. 
Captain 
Quackenboss 
was 
well 
known to river men. The steam er was 
only recently purchased by birn and 
ethers for the Vicksburg Davis Bend 
trade. 
The boat was insured for $6,- 
00b. 
Wade Quackmiboss was a son of the 
captain.
